Hie boiler is shut down for a few 
days to do the sem i-annual clean­ 
ing up and m inor repair work, but 
this year new super heater 
tubes 
and economise!’ tubes must be in­ 
stalled. After 18 years of continu­ 
ous operation, parts like this 
be­ 
come so very badly w orn that only 
through complete replacem ent can 
a bad condition be corrected, 
To 
do this work it will Lie 
necessary 
to bring in about 30 .skilled boiler 
m akers who will 
“w ork 
around 
the clock" until the job 
is 
com­ 
pleted. Of course, a large num ber 
of the regular Mill employees will 
be called upon to 
assist 
in 
this 
work. 
During the tim e that the 
main 
boiler is out of service only 
p ar­ 
tial productive operations can 
be 
carried on because of insufficient 
electric power and 
steam. 
Cliffs 
Pow er 
and 
Light,

electric power

purchased, cannot supply all 
that 
is needed because of the very low 
w ater supply in their 
reservoirs. 
To supplem ent the lack of capaci­ 
ty in the old

railroad locomotives will be

ished by the L. S. & I. railroad. A 
special siding has been construct­ 
ed so that these two 
locomotives 
can be placed in a convenient pos­ 
ition for connection to

The pulp mill will

about ll) days. During that 
time 
its production will be 
stored 
in 
various parts of the mill 
because 
the paper mill will not be operat­ 
ing. Its employees will be

La­ 
ter when the paper mill is started 
and the pulp mill shut down,

J. G. Wells, jr., superintendent 
of the Chatham sub-station of the 
Michigan State College Agricul­ 
tural Experiment

from Bond Cross oats and its im­ 
provements, Upper Peninsula far­ 
mers have been 
harvesting 
an 
average of ten bushels more per 
acre than from other varieties. 
Bond Cross was first planted in 
a plot in cooperation with the U. 
S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
used to test rust resistance. 
It 
looked so good 
compared 
with 
others tested, that all the seed 
was saved. 
The amount of seed 
increased each year. 
With cross­ 
breeding, Improved Bond 
Cross 
and Bonham were both developed 
by the Michigan Agricultural Ex­ 
periment 
Station.

Upper 
Peninsula farmers 
are 
planting 
more than half their oat acreage 
to these three varieties.

Eaton, the new va­ 
riety recently developed by Mich­ 
igan State College, at East Lan­ 
sing, is among them.

In addition to the tests and in­ 
crease plantings of Bonham oats 
at the Chatham station, the coun­ 
ty agricultural agents in

— William 
Sellman, W illiam A. Berger and 
Otto H. Schubring, three M anis­ 
tique councilmen whose vote on 
the city m anager salary proposal

the M anistique city charter, with 
reference 
to 
the city’s employ­ 
ment of a registered engineer. 
The statem ent follows: 
“The City C harter of Manistique 
was adopted on December 7. 1925. 
The proposed charter for our city 
was approved by the governor of 
the state on October 29, 1925. The 
state law of Michigan required a 
registered engineer to be in charge 
of all m aintenance, repair or con­ 
s t ru c ti o n w here the expenditure 
xvas more than $2,000.00 and that 
law was in effect at. the time we 
got the charter and was the law 
after M arch I, 1920.

that while the law was am ended. 
it still w as the law and that any 
person w ho practiced the proles* 
sion of engineering without being 
registered or exem pted “shall be 
guilty of a m isdem eanor and shall 
upon conviction be sentenced to 
pay a fine of not less than $100.00 1 
nor more than $500.00 or im pris­ 
onment and fine. 
“ In this sam e Section 22. found 
on page 383 of the Public Acts of J 
1937, it provided as follows: 
“ It shall be unlaw ful for any 
public official to accept as a p u b­ 
lic record or for filing as a public 
record a plan, specification, report 
or land survey which does not

Palomar 200-Inch 
Telescope Set To 
Measure Universe

Palom ar Mountain, Calif., (ZP)— 
The foremost job of the 200-inch 
telescope will be to 
complete 
a 
highly 
accurate 
yardstick 
for 
m easuring the universe. 
This yardstick is partly ready 
now. It consists of an 
im aginary 
line 60 
million 
million 
million 
miles long w ith equally im agina­ 
ry m arks on it like inches 
on 
a 
foot ruler. But out tow ard the end 
of the yardstick the m arks are not 
now accurately spaced. 
The problem is like that of a 
m an at the starting end of the 
stick trying to 
establish 
m arks 
out to the other end by sighting 
along the straight line. 
The 
far­ 
ther out, lie sees the m ore diffi­ 
cult it is to peg the places on it 
w here the marks should be. 
Star Ugh! Checked 
To do this will 
require 
some 
highly complex 
observation 
of 
know n stars and galaxies an d a 
final venture into using the pecu­ 
liar behavior of light 
from 
far 
distant island universes, Dr. W al­ 
ter Bande, of Mt. Wilson O bserva­ 
tory, told the Am erican Astrono­ 
mical society today. 
In the shadow of the “ big eye,’ 
now known as the Hale telescope, 
Dr. Baade outlined 
the 
working 
program for the $6,600,000 instru­ 
ment upon which 
scientists 
are 
relying heavily in their drive to 
find the outw ard fringe of crea­ 
tion. 
The first step, Dr. Baade 
said, 
| will be to redeterm ine the bright- 
i ness of some 
known, 
relatively 
j nearby stars whose distances al­ 
ready have been p retty well cal­ 
culated. 
These stars are called cepheid 
variables. Their brilliance goes up 
and down at regular periods, u su ­ 
ally hours or days. The longer the 
periods, the brighter these stars 
are. Since their distance is known, 
astronomers 
by 
observing their 
variations in 
brilliance 
can 
get 
an accurate m easure of their 
in­ 
trinsic or actual brightness. 
By comparing 
this 
brightness 
with the light of 
other 
cepheid 
variables 
in 
faraw ay 
galaxies 
vc hose exact distances 
are 
not 
known, the astronom ers can pick 
those distances pretty 
accurately 
and in turn can com pute the dis­ 
tance ut those galaxies. 
The IOO-inch telescope on Mt. 
Wilson, w ith the aid of a w ar­ 
time instrum ent 
for 
magnifying 
starlight, already has determined 
the distances of these stars in 14 
galaxies. 
Now Data Added 
Since the Hale 
telescope 
can 
reach out effectively to twice the 
distance of the 100-inch, it will 
add data from 14 galaxies farther 
out, to a distance of

000,000 light years,

Some Suburbs Called 
Parasites And Potential 
Slums By City Planner 


The growth of suburbs has been 
so haphazard 
and 
chaotic 
that 
they are, in 
effect, 
present-day 
parasites and tomorrow’s potent­ 
ial slums, Guy Greer, 
a consult­ 
ant on city planning, declares in 
the July American Magazine. 
In an article in which he calls 
for repeal 
of 
antiquated 
laws 
limiting the taxing power of cities 
and their control of suburban de­ 
velopments, 
this 
authority 
on 
community and civic affairs nam­ 
es cities that have good and bad 
planning 
programs 
and 
offers 
some helpful suggestions. 
“The tragedy of the exodus to 
the suburbs is that it leaves the 
city proper with all the 
blighted 
areas to support, while depriving 
it of many of its most substantial 
taxpayers and 
natural 
leaders,” 
writes Greer. “Suburbs, in effect, 
arc parasites, 
and 
unless 
they 
show more responsibility for the 
health of their source of support 
they, as well as the 
cities, 
may 
wither. The antiquated state laws 
that keep our cities 
in 
a strait 
jacket by severely limiting 
their 
taxing powers and their 
control 
over 
their 
suburban 
develop­ 
ments should be 
overhauled 
to 
meet the realities of 1948. 
Over-all Planning Urgent 
“Over-all 
area-w ide planning 
and zoning is urgent now because 
m any suburbs are springing up so 
haphazardly that they are destin­ 
ed to become tom orrow ’s slums.” 
In 
Chicago, 
Cleveland, 
San 
Francisco, and m any other 
cities 
extensive blighted areas are only 
a short walk from 
the 
central 
business districts, says Greer who 
adds: 
“Blight is not only an 
eyesore 
but a terrible drain 
on 
a city. 
And in hundreds of 
towns 
the 
area of blight is 
spreading 
u n ­ 
checked every year. The average 
oily m ust spend 45 per cent of all 
its funds available for police, fire, 
health, and other city services on 
these blighted areas,

Wis., “especially admirable work 
is being done

support,” G reer relates. 
Regretably, most cities have al­ 
lowed their w ater fronts to be­ 
come the dreariest, ugliest parts 
of town, states Greer. In this con­ 
nection he points 
out 
that 
few 
visitors to Rochester can see the 
magnificent w aterfall 
near 
tile 
heart of that city 
because 
“the 
view from almost every direction 
is blocked by run-dow n buildings 
and shacks.” Chicago has a beau­ 
tiful lakeside drive, yet for years 
along large sections of it the view 
has been obstructed by billboards. 
“O ther towns, which 
are 
the 
sites of paper mills or 
chemical 
plants, often literally 
smell

bad that a visitor gags.” 
G reer asserts that such smells 
and the thick smoke that general­
